2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Independent claim 1 is allowed based on the definition of the "corrected skin 

temperature" which is stated in the specification page 5 as "the temperature of a baby's skin as 
corrected by processing the measured skin temperature through a correction table which takes 
into consideration various environmental factors and age of the baby ". The invention is used for 
babies particularly The age of a baby is a sensitive and important factor in determining the 
condition of the baby as illustrated in figures 10A-E. No prior arts have been found to fairly 
teach or disclose the feature of using a correction table to mathematically convert measured skin 
temperature into corrected skin temperature.
